Dear Mayor Dobkin: 


As promised I am writing further to my letter of April 15, 
1976 concerning the other topics which were discussed at 
our meetings of the last week in March. 


The construction of Highway 403 from Highway 401 to the 
Oakville Link, as I stated at our meeting, has been assigned 
a very high priority although for both technical and 
financial reasons it will require several years to complete. 

we At this time the plan is to start at the Highway 403 - 
Highway 401 Interchange and proceed south, and then west. 
However, in view of the need for an additional Credit River 
Crossing, the construction of the Highway 403 Credit River 
Bridge has been programmed as early as is practical within 
the overall work. I regret that it is not possible to give 
you a more precise idea of the timing at present but the 
foregoing indicates the importance which we attach to the 
Credit River Crossing. 


The need for signals at the intersections of Highway 5 
with Glen Erin Drive and Winston Churchill Boulevard 

has been reviewed and we find them warranted. Some of the 
intersection geometrics will need to be altered to provide 
safe and efficient signal operation. We anticipate that 
these alterations can be carried out later this year by 
our District forces with subsequent installation of the 
traffic signals. 


You have expressed concern regarding the proposed connection 
between existing Goreway Drive and Disco Road and the 
additional connection to the Seventh Line and I am pleased 
to tell you that this project is proposed to go to contract 
early in this 1976-77 fiscal year.

A presentation concerning articulated buses will be 

made to the Ministry's Policy Committee in about three 
weeks following which consideration will be given to 
establishing an articulated bus demonstration project. 

If the project is approved in principle, the next step 
would be to request tenders for equipment and select a 
municipality which meets certain articulated bus criteria 
to take part in the project.

You also inquired as to whether my Ministry would cooperate 
with you in assessing a rapid transit service between 
Mississauga and Malton Airport. 


I would confirm that we are prepared to cooperate with 
you in this in the same manner that we have approached 
Similar project assessments. I have assigned 

Mr. L.R. Kidman to respond to your request and I will, 
therefore, leave it to your staff to contact him and 
arrange to meet. Mr. Kidman is Head of the Transit 
Projects Planning Office located at 1201 Wilson Avenue, 


Downsview, M3M 1J8. 


I trust the foregoing will have clarified our position 

in these various matters and I will be writing you shortly 
with further information concerning the two sets of 
traffic signals on Dundas Street.

FROM: The Honourable W. Darcy McKeough 
SUBJECT: Salary Increases of Elected Officials 


I have recently become aware that a number of 
municipal councils and school boards are considering 
proposals to increase their remuneration and have expressed 
uncertainty as to how the Anti-Inflation Program would 
affect such increases. For this reason I am writing to 
advise you that increases in the compensation of elected 
officials must conform to the anti-inflation guidelines. 
This means that any increase not agreed to prior to 
October 13, 1975 must be within the arithmetic maximum set 
out in the guidelines and is subject to review by the Anti- 
Inflation Board. 


As you probably know, the remuneration of members 
of the Legislature has not been increased since October, 
1973 and the Government has frozen the salaries of its 
senior officials. My personal opinion and that of my 
Cabinet colleagues is that any move by elected officials 
to increase their own salaries at this time can demonstrate 
an abrogation of the responsibility to exercise leadership 
during a period of national restraint. This is a point 
which the Minister of Education and I attempted to make 
during our meetings throughout the Province during January 
and February. 


I trust that we can count on your continued 
support in our efforts to bring inflation under control.

On behalf of the Region, I wish to express my sincere 
appreciation for the assistance provided by your staff during 
the implementation of our sanitary sewer billing system. 


Like many new systems, this one experienced start-up 
ie problems which caused re-runs, special programming efforts and 
last minute adjustments.

You have asked our opinion on the opinion provided to 
Mayor Dobkin by Mr. Epstein relating to the existence 
of a "conflict of interest”. 


We, of course, are not aware of the facts underlying Mr. 

a Epstein's opinion. We can tell you that a member of a 
municipal council is not at liberty to participate in the debate 
of a matter in which he has a personal interest, that is one 
of the basic rules of "conflict" enshrined today in the 
Municipal Conflict of Interest Act, 1972, Section 2. 


We do not interpret this section as preventing a member 

of council answering questions of fact presented to him 

relating to matters under discussion by council provided 
he does not attempt to influence the decision of council 
one way or the other. 


There is another aspect of “conflict” which may be involved 
and that is the question of discussions by anyone of issues 
which are “sub judice”". This is a branch of the law of 
contempt and relates primarily to comment or ression of 
epinine or prejudgment on issues which are Ee 
e

In our opinion, this does not prevent the Mayor from 
answering factual questions presented to him by members 

of council. It would prevent him from expressing opinions 
or comments. Of some assistance in this regard is the case 
in England, Attorney General v. Times Newspapers Limited, 
{1973] 3 All E.R. 54 at page 82 where Lord Simon in the 
House of Lords says: 


“There is one particular situation where the law might 
strike the balance between the competing interests either 
way, but in fact strikes it in favour of freedom 

of discussion. This is where a matter is already under 
public debate when litigation supervenes which the 
continuance of the debate might interfere with. The 
situation of public debate involves that there is 
probably legitimate interest to be informed; and the 

law, in pragmatic judgment, says that conditionally 

the debate may continue. This is how it was put in the 


Australian case, Ex parte Dawson: 


‘The discussion of public affairs... cannot be 
required to be suspended merely because the 
discussion... may, as an incidental but not 
intended by-product, cause some likelihood of 
prejudice to a person who happens at the time 
to be a litigant.'”" 


This raises as a latter consideration the question of whether 
or not a solicitor acting for Mayor Dobkin would advise him 
to answer questions directed to him relating to the matter 

of the judicial inquiry. 


To this latter question, the answer is unhesitantly and 
unegivocally that any reasonable solicitor would advise his 
client involved in this litigation that he should say nothing 
with respect to the matter as any statement made would be classed 
as an admission against interest and admissible against him 
in any subsequent trial or proceeding. The conflict of 
interest that would exist in that event is a conflict between 
the Mayor's duty and obligation as an elected municipal 
official and his personal self interest as a party litigant. 
Such a conflict is not in our opinion within the class of 
matters included within Section 2 of The Municipal Conflict 
of Interest Act inasmuch as te municipality is not a party 

to the litigation that is pending.

were made to 2,628 alarms with a total fire loss 
of $1,949,202.00, compared to 2,768 alarms and a total fire 
loss of $1,074,274.00 in 1974. : 


The per capita fire loss for 1975 was $8.15, compared to our 
five year average of $6.25 and the fire year average of the 


province at $12.02. 


Our higher fire loss for 1975 included a large loss of some 
$600,000.00 plus in an electrical breakdown at the new Ontario 
Sewage Disposal plant during construction. Our forces witnessed 
little or no fire, but the electrical breakdown was attributed 

to a propane unit failure. The cause has been debated but the 
$600,000.00 plus loss remains on our fire loss listing - so be it. 
Dominion Skate recorded a fire and business loss of some $160,000.00 
in November. 


There were four fatalities in our city attributed to fire. 
Regretfully, in each case, our rescue forces could not prevent 
any of the four incidents. 


Baby Brand, age three, succumbed in his crib from a fire which 
accidently originated in the baby's bedroom. 

Mr. Timmins, age thirty-seven, was found some twenty-four hours 
after a fire which burned itself out. Death by accident. 

A very sad event took place in the passing of Mrs. A. Way, age 
ninety-three, who was badly burned in her wheelchair and died 
a few days later in the hospital. 

Ken McCormick, age seventy, was dead when found in his apartment 
on the fifth floor. Investigation revealed careless smoking 
etc. to be the cause of the fire and resulted in the loss of 
life.

The majority of landowners of the district in the proximity of the above 
preposed zoning change have been contacted as a result of your letter dated 
April 9, 1976. 


After cue cor.sideration and study of the proposed plan from Carmus Management 
Limited and S. M. Dental Laboratories (Clarkson) Limited, we the undersigned 
find the proposal very unsatisfactory due to the circumstances listed as 
follows: 


1) A commercial property within a residential area will add 
considerably to the noise pollution already associated with 
Southdown Road and Truscott Drive. 


2) The Thetford Court/Truscott Drive intersection is now 
considered a “high speed" exit westbound off a Southdown 
yield and a Truscott Drive thoroughfare artery. 


It is becoming increasingly more difficult each day to 
traverse this intersection either on foot or by vehicle 
as a result of the ever increasing traffic volumes from 
previous subdivision amendments in the North-Central and 
South-Western sections of the Community. 


Our personai safety and that of our children and the 
children being serviced by nearby Meadow Park and the 
two adjacent schools is being jeopardized unduly.

COMMENTS : The owners of the subject site, which is located at the north 


west corner of Truscott Drive and Southdown Road have proposed 
developing it with a two storey professional office building 
and a detached dwelling. 


a It is estimated that if the major building is a mixed use 


office building, it will attract 21 vehicular trips during 
the a.m. peak hour and produce 21 vehicular trips during the 
p.m. peak hour. As a professional building, it can be 
expected to produce 25 trips in its peak hour of operation, 
assuming a maximum of six medical practitioners. However, 
the assumption of six medical practitioners which has been 
provided by the developer may be rather low. Based on 
surveys carried out at other medical offices, the peak hours 
for traffic flows into and out of an office building is more 
likely to be 10.00 - 11.00 a.m. and 3.30 - 4.30 p.m. which 
are not the same time as the peak hour for traffic on the 
roads. During these times, the traffic movements into and 
out of medical centres are considerably less. 


At the present time there is considerable congestion at the 

intersection of Southdown Road and Truscott Drive, 

especially during the morning rush hour when there is a heavy 4 
backlog of traffic that builds up on the western leg of 

Truscott Drive waiting to make a left hand turn on to ‘ 
Southdown Road and then to the Queen Elizabeth Way.

The existing controller is an old M.T.C. type, and it 
is not possible to modify this controller sufficiently 
to rectify the problem. It is planned to make major 
modifications to the equipment at this intersection as 
part of the 1976 Traffic Signal Program to improve 
the accessibility of eastbound Truscott Drive traffic 
by implementing either an actuated and extensible 
advance left turn with prohibition of westbound move- 
ment during this phase or the provision of dual left 
turn lanes. 


Of the 24 accidents occurring at this intersection 
during the past two years, 13 have been turning movement 
conflicts. Some concern has been expressed over the 
volume of traffic southbound on Southdown Road using the 
slip off lane to go westbound on Truscott Drive during 
the p.m. peak hour. However, during the past two years 
there have been only two accidents involving such 
vehicles. 


Because of the volume of traffic passing through this 
intersection, any access from the subject site directly 
on to either Southdown Road or Truscott Drive would be 
very undesirable, and any access from the subject site 
should be kept as far away as possible from the inter- 
section in order to keep the accident potential to a 
minimum . The proposed access out on to the adjacent 
local street, being Thetford Court, is therefore the most 
satisfactory. 


The traffic generated from the proposed development, 
being a maximum of 25 vehicles in any peak hour, is very 
negligible when compared with the total volume of 

traffic in this vicinity. The same number of trips 
would have been generated by 40 new homes had there been 
a small pocket of undeveloped land in this area requiring 
access via Thetford Court.

This letter is submitted in order to explain the reasons that 
increased municipal levies should not apply to this project. 
We set out herewith in chronological order the significant 
dates relative to obtaining the necessary approvals to enable 
the development of the property. 


1. The property was acquired in March 1974. At that 
date the Council of the Town of Mississauga had 
approved the land use pursuant to the Highway 10 
South study. 


2. The initial submission was made to the Planning 
Department on May 24, 1974. The result was that 
the Planning Staff Report recommending the project 
was submitted to the Planning Committee at a meeting 
to be held on April 23, 1975. 


3. The meeting referred to in Item 2 above was held 
on May 23, 1975 at which time the matter was deferred 
for further consideration by the Planning Committee 
to enable discussions with ratepayers and the ward 
counsellor, with the possibility of a further public 


meeting. 


4. The Planning Board met again on June 16,1975 and the 
matter was again deferred. 


5. A further meeting was held on September 17, 1975 and 
again the matter was deferred with the possibility of 
another public meeting.

RECOMMENDATION. 
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6. On October 27, 1975, Mississauga Council passed a 
resolution approving the application including the 
site plan in accordance with the original staff 
report of April 23, 1975, Item 2 above. 


7. On December 7, 1975 the consolidated report was 
approved by the Mississauga Council. 


It is apparent from the foregoing that two years have elapsed since 
the date of the initial submission to the Planning Department. In 
addition to the specific dates referred to above, there were many 
meetings with ratepayers from time to time in order to consider 
their concerns about the development of the project and to explain 
precisely what was proposed to be built. These meetings were held 
because we wished to co-operate rather than take the matter before 
the Ontario Municipal Board. There is every reason to believe 
that we would have been successful before the Ontario Municipal 
Board because the project had the support of the previous Council 
and present Planning Staff. If we had taken this course we could 
have saved a considerable amount of time and would not have had to 
face the possibility of the proposed increased levies. The delays 
were because of our willingness to co-operate with the ratepayers and not 


because of any action of ours. 


As a result of the various meetings with the ratepayers and the muni- 
cipality over the past two years, the overall density of the project 
was reduced, thereby increasing the land cost applicable to each 
dwelling unit. The imposition of increased levies on top of the 
already high cost of the land would result in a sale price for houses 
that would substantially reduce their marketability, at a time when 
house sales are generally poor. We wish to point out that we have 
been subjected to an increased regional levy. 


We believe that one of the main causes of a slow down in house sales 
results from the Federal government's anti-inflation guidelines, 
which restricts increases in salaries. This, together with concerns 
over the current Canadian economic situation and high unemployment, 
results in house purchasers not willing to undertake the financial 


burdens necessary in acquiring a new home. 


Based on all of the foregoing we request that the above project
